COOKING APRICOTS. 


A New Dish Accidentally Evolved 
W hich Proved Very Pleasing 
and AIM Economical. 


A cook the older day accidentally 
evolved a new dish. 
In stewing apri­ 
cots, she found that she had more 
juice—which was really a thick sirup, 
su Auuv.ii sugar had been used—than 
she wished to send to the table with 
the fruit, 
She therefore soaked a lit­ 
tle gelatine, and poured over it the 
hot apricot juice, to which she had 
added a very little—half a teaspoonful 
—bitter almond extract. 
When 
the 
gelatine was thoroughly dissolved aud 
mixed with the juice, she poured the 
mixture in a mold, using for the pur 
pose one of the cake tins that have 
fluted sides and a hole in the mid­ 
dle. 
The next day she carefully re­ 
moved the jelly to a rich dark-blue 
platter, where it looked very pretty 
with its orange coloring. 
The 
hole 
in the center was filled with whipped 
cream, and a dessert sent to the fam­ 
ily that cost almost nothing of either 
money or labor. 
Of course a 
ring 
mold could be used to even better ad­ 
vantage. 
A very good shortcake is made from 
the best quality of canned apricots. 
Drain the juice away from the fruit, 
and cut it iu small pieces. 
Set in a 
warm place, and proceed to mix the 
cake. 
This calls for one cupful of 
flour, four te&sponfuls of baking pow­ 
der, two teaspoonfuls of sugar, and 
half a teaspoonful of salt sifted 
to­ 
gether. 
Into this work four 
table­ 
spoonfuls of butter, add three-fourths 
cf a cupful of milk, and stir into a 
light dough. 
Roll in a floured bowl, 
and when one fourth of an inch thtck 
cut into generous squares. 
Brush the 
squares with melted butter, lay one on 
top of the other, and bake in a hot 
oven. When done, separate the pieces, 
spread the fruit between the layers 
and on top, and pile whipped cream 
over all. 
A sweet sauce which 
may 
be served with the shortcake is made 
by adding to a cupful of the 
fruit 
juice one tablespoonful of cornstarch 
wet in a little water and boiled for a 
few minutes. 
A tablespoonful of but­ 
ter is melted into the sauce and a ta­ 
blespoonful of lemon juice is added 
just before serving.—N. Y. Pos*

NICE ASPARAGUS DISHES. 


This Delicate Vegetable May Be Used 
for Soup and Salad, Creamed 
and with Eggs. 


The Ladies' World has 
an 
inter­ 
esting article by Mary Foster Snider 
giving direction on how to cook aspar­ 
agus in different ways and make sav­ 
ory dishes. 
Attention is called to the 
fact that difficulty is often experienced 
in properly cooking this vegetable. 
It 
is suggested by this writer that lf the 
stalks are cut into equal length and 
then stood upright in the sauce par 
after being immersed in water to *wo- 
thirds of the way to the tips so that 
the latter is cooked by the steam only, 
there is less danger of over cooking 
the tips while the butts are not un­ 
derdone. 
A half hour cooking is said 
to be enough by this method, unless 
the butts are unusually 
tough. 
Of 
course the coarse butts should always 
be removed. 
Asparagus Soup. - Wash 
a large 
bunch of asparagus, cut off the rips, 
cover the stalks with cold water, aud 
boil five minutes, then drain. 
Then 
cover with three pints of soup stock 
and add a third of the reserved tips. 
Cook until the 
asparagus 
is 
soft 
enough to press through a sieve 
or 
colander, and leave only the fiber be­ 
hind; then return the soup and pulp 
to the fire, season to taste and brtug 
it to a boil; drop in the remainder of 
the 
tips, 
which have 
been 
cooked 
gently in another saucepan until ten­ 
der. 
Heat one cupful of cream 
or 
rich milk in anoura- boiler, and thick­ 
en with two level tablespoonfuls each 
of flour and butter rubbed smoothly 
together; add to the soup and let boil 
a few minutes longer, then serve at 
once with croutons. 
Cream of Asparagus Soup.—Cook one 
bunch of asparagus in one quart of wa­ 
ter with a sprig of onions. 
When the 
asparagus is tender, rub all through a 
sieve, mashing a n i rubbing through 
all tu t the fiber. 
Return the pulp and 
soup to the fire, season with salt, white 
pepper and celery salt, and add one 
pint of milk. 
Let it come to a boil, 
thicken with one level tablespoonful 
each of flour and butter rubbed smooth­ 
ly together, and simmer ten minutes 
longer. 
Escalloped Asparagus.—Boil aspara­ 
gus until 
tender, 
then 
drain, tint! 
place a layer in a buttered baking dish 
which has been well sprinkled with 
bread-crumbs. 
Sprinkle the asparagus 
with chopped hard-boiled eggs, pepper, 
salt and grated cheese, and proceed in 
this way until a pan is full, having tin' 
top laver of asparagus. 
Pour over it 
a cupful of thin white sauce, sprinkle 
with buttered crumbs, and brown deli­ 
cately in a hot oven

That skele­ 
ton had its waist surrounded by a beit 
of sheet bronze edged with small rivets 
probably used to fasten a leather lining. 
Three painted vases (red figures on a 
black ground) lay at the feet of the 
skeleton. 
The vases belong to an ad­ 
vanced period in the decline of art 
(•bout 300 years B. C.).”

Brown in the oven buffered bread cut 
in squares, grate the cheese on to the 
bread and serve both in the soup.—

An article or: Greek versus modem 
sculpture which Mr. William Ordway 
Partridge contributes to “Brush and 
Pencil” is interesting because the au­ 
thor, being himself a sculptor, know* 
whereof he writes. 
He finds modern 
art too conscious—“never unconscious’1 
is his expression—whereas the Greeks 
carved their souls in marble, expressed 
ideas rather than actions, the result) 
being “the splendid simplicity before] 
which we bow to-day, as well as the 
perfect blitheness and sanity of which 
Winkelmann speaks.” 
Tile author also refers to the Greek! 
reverence for the nude, which i3 some-j 
thing quite different from pandering to 
coarse and vulgar taste. To the Greek 
sculptor the nude form was the most 
bold and perfect thing in the 
world, 
the home of the immortal spirit. 
But 
in Ute greatest period of Greek art the 
figure seldom is found treated entirely 
nude, for the reason that the Greek 
discovered that drapery, properly han­ 
dled, enhanced the beauty of the figur# 
and helped out it3 action. 
He did not 
scruple to take much 
poetic license 
with drapery, as, for instance, in' the 
Elgin marbles and the figures of the 
friezes. 
Gre^k drapery eddies about 
the limbs of the figure as tim v. atef 
of a brook eddies about a stone. 
It is interesting to note that, differ­ 
ent as are the results, the sculptors ot 
ancient 
Greece 
worked, 
technically 
speaking, precisely like the sculptors 
of to-day 
The fine marks on the m ar­ 
ble show that the statues were “ point­ 
ed up” exactly as ours to-day. 
Point 
ing up Is a technical phrase. 
It refers 
to the delicate process of measuring 
the marble replica of the clay or plas 
ter model and testing the accuracy o! 
the copy by pencil 
m arks and a fine 
needle In a little measuring machine 
The needle leaves infinitesimal marks 
In the surface—hence the origin of th* 
phrase “pointing up.” “In this and 
other technical 
directions 
the art dl 
sculpture is plied to-day as it was ic 
the days of Philias and Praxiteles,” iv 
Mr. Partridge’s interesting comment.

1327, writes S. E. Forman, in “Stories 
of Useful Inventions.” in St. Nicholas, 
John Walker a druggist in a small Eng­ 
lish town, tipped a splint with sulphur, 
chlorate of potash, ami sulphid of anti­ 
mony, and rubbed it on sandpaper, and 
it burst into flame. 
Tke druggist had 
discovered the first 
friction-chemical 
match, the kind we use to-day. 
It is 
called friction-chemical because it is 
made by mixing certain chemicals to­ 
gether and rubbing them. 
Although 
Walker’s match did not require the bot­ 
tle of acid, it nevertheless was not a good 
one. Ht could be lighte * only by hard 
rubbing, and it sputterer and threw fire 
in all directions. In a lew years, how­ 
ever. phosphorus was substituted on the 
tip for antimony, and the change worked 
wonders. The match could now be light­ 
ed with very little rubbing, and it was 
no longer necessary to have sandpaper 
upon which to rub it. 
It would ignite 
when rubber on any dry surface, and 
chere was no longer any sputtering. 
This was the phosphorus match, 
tha 
match with which we are so familiar. 
After the invention 
of the easily 
lighted phosphorus match there was no 
longer use for the dip-splint or the 
strike-a-light. 
The old methods of get­ 
ting a blaze were gradually laid aside 
and forgotten. 
The first phosphorus 
matches were sold at 25 cents a block— 
a block containing 140 matches—and 
they were used by but few. Now a hun­ 
dred matches can be bought for a cent, 
It is said that in the United States we 
use about 150.000.000,000 matches a year. 
This, on an 
average, 
is 
about fivt 
matches a day for every person.
